“We will find a way,” said the secretary, 
Stressing his belief that whatever steps are 
necessary to achieve this end will be taken.

Serve that conditions in the Battle of the At- 
lantic, which, regardless of war developments 
in the Near East, the Mediterranean and other 
parts of the world, is the struggle which 
eventually will decide the war, are growing 
better from the British and American view- 
point. Britain is taking a heavy toll of sub- 
marines. German surface raiders seem, dur- 
ing the past few weeks, to have been driven 
to cover. Rate of ship sinkings is showing a 
decrease. 

Undoubtedly some of 
conditions are due to the naval “patrol” which 
has been put into effect by President Roose- 
velt. This has shortened the distance which the 
British navy has to safeguard. And there can 
be no doubt at all that the American navy is 
working in closest collaboration with the 
British. 

In this respect it is well to recall that, now- 
adays, formal declarations of war are not the 
practice. In every respect except actual com- 
bat, this nation is already at war with the 
Axis powers. Actual fighting will probably 
come without warning, when some “incident” 
occurs, a clash between our ships and the 
German forces. Such an “incident” may hap- 
pen at almost any moment. 

Regarding a declaration of war, that will 
come after the above-mentioned incident takes 
place. In the words of Attorney General Jack- 
son, “Our statutes for a century have been 
framed with the idea that war would begin 
with a gentlemanly and honorable declaration 
of war. That chivalrous practice has disap- 
peared. Wars today are fought and won before 
they are declared. Any nation that, in the 
presence of rising hostility and strain with an- 
other, awaits a decMration of war to assert 
itself is as naive as a citizen who expects a 
burglar to make a formal call to announce his 
housebreaking intentions.”

HITLER AND CHURCHILL AGREE.

These days, one does not expect agreement 
between Adolf Hitler and Winston Churchill.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

LIGHT ON PUBLIC OPINION WASHINGTON, May 19.— 


: There is a useful old rule 
of politics that congress never gets very far from the people. 
It is doubly true at the moment. First, senators and representa- 
tives are still automatically responding, as they always do, to 
their notion of their constituents’ will. Second, they are now 
dealing with vast and novel issues, and being no more familiar 
with these issues than the average American, they react to them 
in a thoroughly average way. : 

Seen in this light, the senate vote on the ship seizure bill last 
week becomes one of the first dependable indications of the cur- 
rent state of the public mind. It is not as discouraging as those 
persons would have you believe who keep whispering, “Lind- 
bergh is gaining.” Yet it is certainly not encouraging. Indeed, 
at the instant in history when France was reaching her heavy 
decision; when the fate of the Mediterranean was trembling in a 
crooked balance, and when the battle of the Atlantic was going 
to the enemy, the senate ‘ote on the ship seizure bill had an almost 
fantastic lack of relation to reality. 


SENATE ANALYSIS Your correspondents have asked sev- 

eral of the shrewdest senate leaders to 
analyze the vote in a practical way. The analysis generally agreed 
to breaks the vote down pretty simply and clearly. 

The significant voting took place on the amendment offered 
by Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, to forbid direct 
transfer to British use of ships requisitioned from the Axis 
powers. It was defeated, but by the narrow margin of 43 to 
38. With a few exceptions, such as Gerry, of Rhode Island, the 
43 who voted against the amendment may be considered depend- 
able supporters of the President’s policy of all-out aid: to Britain. 
If convoying, or other bolder steps are necessary, they will go 
along. They are the senators who made up the narrow majority 
for convoys which the administration leaders found in their con- 
fidential poll for the President of two or three weeks ago. 

There was no such unanimity, however, among the 38 sen- 
ators who backed Vandenberg’s scheme. Among them, first of 
all, was a well-defined group of all-outers on the other side, 
including the four Democratic isolationist bitter-enders, Wheeler, 
Bulow and the two Clarks, of Idaho and Missouri; such Repub- 
licans as Taft, Vandenberg himself and young Danaher, of Con- 
necticut, and the Wisconsin Progressive, LaFollette. By the test 
of the final vote on the bill, this group may be considered to 
number 20 in all. Possibly public pressure may force four or 
five of the 15 Republicans belonging to it to desert eventually, 
but the desertions are unlikely to occur until after this country 
has made its final choice about the war. 

Subtracting the 20, therefore, 18 of the 38 pro-Vandenberg 
votes remain to be explained. Of the 18, according to the analysis 
above mentioned, a small number cast their votes as they did Re- 
cause they were habitual carriers of water on both shouldefs, 
always trying to please everyone, and careless of contradictions.

THE PIPE LINE AGAIN That pipe line, famous now in 
e Georgia political history, patently 


has more lives than a cat. It was, as I recall, killed eight or nine 
times in the legislature. It makes Banquo’s ghost look like a rank 
amateur. 

Since that time it has stuck its head up out of the grave at least 
three times. 


Yesterday it was Mr. Roosevelt who pulled off the shroud and 
administered the adrenalin. This was the second time Mr. Roose- 
velt had come along with the smelling salts. It was his telegram 
which forced the measure before the legislature in the closing days. 

As one who took no part in what was a fight between private 
companies, one a common carrier, the last bill offered appeared to 
be one which the oil companies were fortunate to lose. The public 
would not have liked it. 

Now, I would say, the pipe line will be completed. I would not 
be surprised if the order did not come through almost any day. 
I base that on years of observation of Mr. Roosevelt. The last 
paragraph of a Jetter received by Representative Dawson Kea, of 
Laurens county, begins: 

“These pipe lines must be laid.” 

Knowing Mr. Roosevelt as we all do, I imagine the pipe lines 
will be laid. When Mr. R. says anything must be done, I lose all 
interest in the probable outcome and do not debate the matter any 
more. It does not delay my sleep nor cause a single contrary 
thought to cross my mind during waking hours. 

If Mr. Roosevelt says “must,” it is my opinion it is all over. 
One may write Q. E. D. under the pipe line problem. 


MR. MOORE IS SERENE Shortly after Mr. Kea delivered a 

copy of his letter, I met Mr. Wiley 
Moore, the “Happy Warrior.” Mr. Moore led the fight for the pipe 
lines. He took the défeat in stride. He is one of the few men whose 
political wounds show no scars. Mr. Moore may be gashed 
thousand places, but he heals without a scar. 


Mr. Moore had read the letter. I looked very closely at Mr. 
Moore to see if he in any way resembled the cat which had swal- 
lowed the canary. But he did not. He was cool, calm and col- 
lected. There may have been just a trace of a smile in the corners 
of his lips. Just a trace. But not more. I am not sure about that. 


Mr. Moore, who owns no stock in the company which will oper- 
ate the pipe lines, said he naturaliy was pleased with the lettcr. 


“There is no doubt about this phase of national defense,” he 
said. “The government already has taken 50 tankers. There hasn't 
been a tank car -uilt in 10 years. 

“We can move the oil and gas from Port Arthur, Texas, in 
barges through protected waterways, several behind one tug, and 
thus release sea-going tankers to the government without seriously 
handicapping the delivery of gasoline. 

“There is no shortage of gasoline. There is a shortage of trans- 
portation, especially in the southeast. This letter from the President 
interests me only because it justifies the position we took in the 
beginning. We are not interested in any special session.” 

Mr. Moore is a remarkable gentleman and a most persistent one. 
He has kept on giving artificial respiration to the pipe line issue 
when all but he had quit. The President’s letter is quite a help. If 
Mr. Moore does emerge the winner, as it appears he will, his oppo- 
nents may as well take it gracefully. I examined Mr. Moore care- 
fully. There isn’t a political scar on him. 


STRONGER POSITION. The pipe line admittedly in a

Judging by the letters received by congressmen, our people are 
almost unanimously opposed to war. One representative's constit- 
uents are 10 to 1 against war; another’s 25 to 1: another’s 200 to 1. 

It may be argued that such letters are misleading, since the 
pro-Germans are organized and active while other citizens are lead- 
erless and passive, but no such explanation is necessary. We all 
hate war and dread it and fear it. 

But the question is not whether we shall choose war or peace. 
No such choice is offered us. 

The choice we have to make is equally simple and equally vital; 
but to millions of us it is not yet clear, for we refuse to see it. 

Every thinking person knows, from his own experience and ob- 
servation, that people ordinarily believe what they wish to believe— 
and no argument can persuade them to believe the opposite. 

Since we hate war and wish to avoid it, we believe it will not 
come unless we invite it. We believe those who tell us we are 
being led into a war which we could easily escape merely by ignor- 
ing it.

Army’s Morale Employment 
High, General On U.S.Farms 
wee | CEES Rotary Shows Gain 


Increase During Month 


Reported as More Than 
Million. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 19.—(#)— 


The Agricultural Marketing Serv- | 


ice reported 10,759,000 persons 
employed on farms in the United 


States May 1, an increase of more 
than 1,000,000 over April 1 but 
short about 180.000 of the number 
employed on the same date in 
1940. 

Increases in farm employment 
were general during April but 
only in the Rocky Mountain states 
did these upturns lift the level of 
farm employment above May 1, 
1940, the service announced in 
summarizing reports made by 22,- 
500 crop correspondents. 

“Curtailment in the supply of 
workers may also have been a 
factor 4n reducing the number of 
persghis actually employed on 
farms in some areas, but few data 
are available to indicate that there 
has been much, if any, reduction 
in farm operations to date on this 
account,” the marketing service 
continued. 

“Reports from crop correspond- 
ents suggest that higher 
rates are encouraging increased 
purchases of farm machinery and 
perhaps a limited shift to crops 
with lower labor requirements. 

“Weather conditions’ retarded 
farm activity in some areas. Dry 
soil slowed up preparation for 
planting of corn and other spring- 
planted crops from Ohio south to 
Georgia, while heavy precipitation 
stopped field work in many sec- 
tions of the west south-central 
states.” 

In the three southern regions 
covered by the report, employ- 
ment of hired men on_ farms 
dropped from 1,157,000 on May 1, 
1940, to a total of 1,071,000 on the 
Same date this year. There was a 
slight decline,in the number of 
family workers. 

Declining labor supply was 
noted, including 10 per cent or less 
in western Alabama, Mississippi 
and along the gulf coast. The drop 
in the farm labor supply was de- 
scribed as small in South Caro- 
lina, south Florida and a few other 
areas. The report added that ‘“‘de- 
spite the sharp cut in the Mich- 
igan farm labor supply, farmers 
generally are not behind in their 
farm work and migrant workers 
from the south already are ap- 
pearing in the fruit area.’’

Even more important than the 
number of ships is the efficiency 
of their operation and the excel- 
lence. of their equipment. Some 
conception of their tremendous 
superiority may be gained from 
the fact that aircraft carriers of 
the United States Navy 
planes off and return them to 
deck three times faster than any 
other Navy. If H. M. S. Illus- 
trious, for example, had been able 
to get planes off at this rate she 
might not have been knocked out 
of the ~war for some months by 
the dive-bombing attacks in the 
narrows o1 the Mediterranean. 
The measure of this superiority 
may not be quite as great in other 
categories, but it exists. Fire con- 
trol equipment, to cite an instance, 
is believed to be by far the best 
in the world.

Today, as never 
before, the United States has a 
fleet ready, and trained, to fight. 
The “Boots” are inculcated with 


'that one goal of the Navy—readi- 


ness to fight. The youngsters in 
these reserve training bases have 
it drilled into them. The plebe at 
Annapolis is filled with that sense 
of duty. It runs through the Navy, 
never lost to sight. 
Ready In _ Instant. 
The reason is simple. The fate 


of the nation may some day lie 


in the performance of this fleet 
and of these men over a space of 
minutes. Not years, or months, or 
weeks or days—minutes and sec- 
yids. All that human genius can 
do, all the thoroughness of train- 
ed engineers and all te crafts- 
manship of the engine makers and 
the armor makers and the gun 
makers are pouved into these ships 
so that in these few minutes the 
men aboard can fight when the 
battle lines draw parallel or when 
the battle line, through the in- 
grained seamanship of its com- 
mander, is able to execute the 


dream tactic of every sailorman, 


and crosses the ‘‘T” of the enemy 
line (in other words, when it 


moves across the top of Iine of 
‘the enemy ships in 


the position 
in which the enemy cannot bring 
its guns to bear—a _ battleship 
cannot fire dead ahead—and is 
enabled to rake the battle line 
without sustaining damage such 
as that probable in engaging in a. 
parallel line.) 
Always Total Victory. 
Symbolically, this Navy of today | 
wears a uniform identical with' 
the British navy’s. The three 
stripes bordering the broad collar 
commemorate the British victories 
in the Battle of the Baltic, the 
Battle of che Nile and the Battle 
of Trafalgar. And th? collar it- 
self is an outgrowth of the leath- 
er collars worn by Sai'ormen of 
an earlier day to protect their 
uniforms from the grease of their.
